He added: “Nobody has 
shown any emergency.” 

Bridling at this, Briscoe said 
today that the public. hearing 
was not sufficient for presen- 
tation of the exhaustive evi- 
dence that had been gathered 
hy outside consultants in sup- 
port of the increased rates.

SUPREME COURT 
GETS LIBEL SUITS 


ONUS. OFFAL 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 17 (AP) | 
—The Supreme Court agreed 
yesterday to hear arguments 
in two cases bearing on the im- 
munity of government officials 


and military officers from libel 
suits for statements concerned | 


with matters under their con- | 
trol. | 

The rulings may have far- 
reaching import as to the free- | 
dom of officers to give their 
views to newspaper reporters 
and of military officers to make 
reports to Congress.

Airlines Pay Each Other $2.,-

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17— 
The six airlines that signed a 
mutual anti-strike aid pact two 
months ago have reported pay- 
ing each other almost $2,300,- 
000 under the agreement. 
The reported total is not the 
whole story. The reports, filed 
with the Civil Aeronautics 
Board, are not all complete, 
and the strike against Eastern 
Air Lines is still underway.

New York Newspaper Deliverers 
Again Reject Offer. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 17 (AP)— 
Members of the striking news- 
paper deliverers’ union have 
rejected a federal mediator’s 
proposal to vote again on an 
old publishers’ contract offer. 

The strike against nine major 
New York dailies began when 
the union members rejected the 
same offer last Dec. 9. 

The membership’s rejection 
of the proposal last night re- 
versed the union negotiating 
committee's earlier agreement 
to resubmit the $7 wage pack- 
age offer to union members 
tomorrow. 

The action dimmed hopes of 
a settlement soon. Further bar- 
gaining sessions have not been 
arranged. Both sides are ex- 
pected to meet today to set up 
further negotiations. 

Sam Feldman, president of 
the deliverers’ union, said the 
strike would continue. 

The Publishers Association 


of New York City called the | 
union members’ action “a com- | 


plete rejection of their own 
elected and appointed officials 
and negotiators—a _ rejection 
that can be viewed by the pub- 
lic only as wanton, reckless, 
capricious and irresponsible.” 

The association statement 
added: “Now that the unoin 
members have twice rejected 
agreements entered into by 
their representatives, the pub- 
lishers wonder ... with whom 
can they negotiate?” 

The proposal was presented 
to 1500 members of the 4500- 
member union at a regularly 
scheduled monthly meeting. 
They rebuffed it with a ma- 
jority estimated at 80 per cent 
by Asher Schwartz, union at- 
torney.

LEADING AMERICAN authority on Soviet Russia warns 
that Western inflexibility in meeting Moscow’s latest chal- 
lenges on Berlin could have the most dire effects on Eu- 


rope’s future. 


George F. Kennan, former 
United States Ambassador to 
Russia, raises the “long-run” 
possibility that the Soviets may 
“digest and incorporate their 
half of Europe” using disci- 
pline, dispersal and genocide in 
the process. 

Writing in Foreign Affairs, 
Kennan asserts, however, that 
“the basic elements of reason- 
able compromise are actually 
present in the realities of the 
European situation.” 


Admitting that 
for progress .. . are anything 
but promising’ after Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev’s “worse 
than discouraging” recent note 
on Berlin, Kennan suggests the 
West may be facing its last 
chance to break the deadlock. 

‘Time Has Run Out.’ 


“The recent Soviet move in 
the Berlin situation is a clear 
signal that, from the standpoint 
of Moscow’s interests, time has 
now run out,” he asserts. 

Kennan. is the former State 
Department official who draft- 
ed the United States policy of 
containment of the Soviets. 
Last year he raised a storm 
with proposals for disengage- 
ment of United States and So- 
viet forces in Europe. 

Now he argues that with- 
drawal of forces could be nego- 
tiated with built-in sanctions 
providing for the Americans to 
return if the Soviets did so. 

If Moscow agreed to a 
mutual withdrawal, as it has 
said it would, Kennan con- 
tends, the Russians could not 
break the agreements without 
risking general war. 

He notes that in less than 
two years, the West German 
army is to reach 12 divisions— 
becoming “by far the strongest 
component of NATO strength 
generally on the continent.” 

By then, foreign garrisons in| 
West Germany will be “no| 
longer the essential element in| 
German local protection,” Ken- 
nan says. 

Development of 
tinental missiles and missile- 
launching submarines will re- 
duce the importance of Ger-| 
many as a missile site, he says. | 

Foresees German ‘Trade.’ | 

Meanwhile, the strengthened | 
Germans will “be free to trade, | 
if they can, the severance of | 
their ties with NATO, a relin- 
quishment of tactical atomic 
weapons, acceptance of the 
present Polish border. .. . for | 
a retirement of Soviet forces | 
beyond the Polish-German') 
frontier and for the privilege 
of bringing about a general 
unification of their country.”

ated, deflated and injured in 
its unity and prestige by a 
German-Soviet compromise.”

HE ANNOUNCEMENT yesterday by the United Nations’ 
Command that United States Matador guided missiles have’ 
arrived in South Korea represents a decision taken after 


much argument within the Government. 


The Matador is a subsonic 
winged missile, powered by a 
jet engine, with a range of 
more than 500 miles. The war- 
head is 30 inches in diameter 
and can carry either a nuclear 
or conventional explosive. 

The Matador has an advan- 
tage over manned bombers 
based in the middle of the Pa- 
cific ocean because it can re- 
act quickly. It can be sent on 
its way within minutes, as com- 
pared with eight or 10 hours 
to get bombers over the target 
from distant bases. 

Admitting these advantages 
for the Matador, those officials 
who have opposed stationing 
them in Korea fear that the 
action will lead the Soviet Un- 
ion to emplace ballistic missiles 
in Manchuria and Siberia. 

More Range Than Needed. 

They point out that the range 
of the Matador is greater than 
is needed for any target in 
Korea. Hence, the Chinese and 
Russians will draw the conclu- 
sion that the Matadors in Ko- 
rea are intended onlv for at- 
tacking airfields or other mili- 
tary installations in North 
China, Manchuria and Siberia 

The Pentagon dissenters do 
not cuestion the propriety of 
installing Matadors in Korea, 
but they do question the wis- 
dom of it. For proof, they point 
to Formosa. 

The United States announced 
in May 1957 that it would sta- 
tion a Matador squadron on 
Formosa. The Reds called this 
a provocative act and cited it 
as proof that Formosa was “oc- 
cupied” by the United States. 

The American action had the 
expected result. The Chinese 
Communists pressured the So- 
viet Union to provide them 
with missiles. Now, a year and 
a half later, there are large 
numbers of ballistic missiles, 
supplied to the Chinese Reds 
by the Sovi@ Union, emplaced 
on the Chinese mainland op- 
posite Formosa. The Matador 
squadrons have been effective- 
ly neutralized. 
| The question of propriety in- 
volves the 1953 armistice agree- 
ment, by which both sides 
agreed not to introduce new 


weapons‘ into North or South 
Korea. The Reds commenced 
violating this agreement at 
once by sending in jet aircraft 
as quickly as the airfields were 
repaired to receive them. 

The United Nations Come 
mand kept to the letter of the 
agreement until June 21, whey 
in the face of the constant vioe 
lation of the agreement in 
North Korea, it announced that 
it “is taking appropriate steps 
to replace the outmoded weap- 
ons presently in the hands of 
the forces in the area with 
new items, as the Communists 
have already done.” 

Early this year the decision 
had been made to send a mis« 
sile group of Honest John 25+ 
mile rockets into South Korem 
The Honest John can fire 


either a nuclear warhead or @ 


conventional warhead. Its short 
range puts it in the category 
of tactical atomic weapons. It 
is an ideal defensive weapon, 
with quick reaction time, té 
break up troops massed for an 
attack. 
Doubts Overcome. 


Some officials, fearful of the 
reaction by the Reds of placing 
atomic weapons in Korea, mané¢ 
aged to hold up implementas 
tion of the decision. Their 
doubts were finally overcome, 
although many of them felt it 
would be better to have the 
weapons available on Okinawa, 
ready to be flown to South 
Korea. 

This, however, would elimh 
nate the major advantage o 
the Honest John — its od 
and powerful reaction to a sure 
prise ground attack—and the 
original decision to put these 
weapons in Korea was af- 
firmed and gone ahead with, 

The range of the Matador

In a television interview, the Gevernor said 
the new budget would reach a record high of 
more than a billion dollars for the 1969461 
biennium, The fect is that state spending 
already has reached this rate. The current 
one-vear budget, adopted to give Gov. Blair 
tume to overhaul budgeting procedures, calls 
for $534.000.000 in expenditures 

The Governor says Missouri will need $40.- 
000.000 or $50,000.000 more revenue in the 
next biennium, The fact is that Misseari 
would need $32.000.000 a vear im increased 
revenue of Maprésent spending rate. In the 
current budé the state went $16,000,000 
bevond one year'y @nticipated revenue, and 
dipped imto @ ).000 balance te find 
the money.

Today's Mirror of Public Opinion article dis- 
cusses the revenue problem facing nearly 
every state. and points to potential new reve 
nue sources.

Gov. Blair suggests, tentatively. a use tax 
of 2 per cent on goods and supplies purchased 
outside the state: a tax on barge lines and 
airlines increases in taxes on beer, liquor, 
cigarettes and corporation franchise bevies 
Legislature will want to consider these 
ndividually and carefully theugh 
‘hey are. in 2 sense. “minor revenue pro- 
ducers. Sales and income taxes account for 
more than 80 per cent of general revenue. 

Nevertheless, the taxes which the Governor 
mentions could contribute the additional] 20 
millions a vear.

One 
member estimated that his plan would pro 
duce’ 20 millions more state income.

No Time for Trade War 

It seems unwise to discuss the European 
Common Market negotiations in terms of vic 
tories and defeats. Those terms suggest the 
very Struggle which should be avoided by 
ressonable accommodations. 

The British. leaders ef the Free Trade 
group, made such an accOmmodation when 
they offered to match the Common Market's 
10 per cent tariff cutback and its minimum 
3 per cent increase in import quotas. They 
did not, however. meet the overall 20 per 
cent quota increase. Since all Common Mar- 
ket members except France seem willing to 
accept this offer for the time being. it should 
facilitate long-run negotiations. 

It would do no good, however. to gloss over 
the fundamental difference between the Brit- 
ish amd the continental nations. especially 
the French.

Armed Forces. Military land 
withdrawals in excess of 5000 
acres now require approval of 
Congress, and military person- 
nel are required to observe 
hunting and fishing regulations 
of the state in which the base 
is. Some conservationists con- 
tend that formerly many with- 
drawals were too large or com- 
pletely unnecessary. The pub- 
lic, near these locations, re- 
sented the loss of favored hunt- 
ing and fishing aereas—espe- 
cially when they became vir- 
tually private preserves for 
privileged military personnel. 

Although the anti-billboard 
measure was watered down and 
left mostly up to the states for 
legislative action, conserva- 
tionists believe it to be a step 
in the right direction. The law 
is a part of the Highway Con- 
struction Act and offers an 
incentive for the various states 
to control advertising along 
road rights-of-way. 


Anti-Pollution Act 


The use of chemical com- 
pounds to control harmful in- 
sects and unwanted plants 
mounting year by year. Many 
of these chemicals are being 
used without serious thought to 
their effect on living creatures 
other than those they seek to 
control. Approval of a measure 
by the last Congress authorizes 
an investigation by the United 
States Fish and Wildlife Serv- 
ice of wildlife losses from ap- 
plication of these chemicals, 
and research on ways to reduce 
damage and loss. To initiate 
this research program, an ap- 
propriation of $125,000 was 
made for the remainder of the 
fiscal year. In the future, 
$280,000 is authorized annually 
for the program. 

The Co-ordination Act of 
1946 permitted the “mitiga- 
tion” of fish and wildlife losses. 
The amendment adopted by the 
Eighty-fifth Congress also au- 
thorizes “enhancement” so that 
fish and wildlife values can be 
planned into water projects. 
The federal and state wildlife 
agencies for the first time will 
have a voice in water resources 
development and management 
as related to flood control, 
power, navigation, or reclama- 
tion projects. State and federal 
game management personne! 
hail this as an outstanding and 
far-reaching measure that will 
do much in game and fish 
restoration on future projects. 

A National Outdoor Recrea- 
tion Resources Review Com- 
mission also was established to 
co-ordinate recreational plan- 
ning in anticipation of future 
needs. A measure establishing 
a National Wildlife Refgue for 
the protection of the rare Key 
deer on the Florida Keys was 
adopted. And included in the 
statehood bill was a provision 
retaining federal jurisdiction 
over Alaska’s fish and wildlife 
resources until the new state is 
ready and able to aSsume con- 
trol. 

Sportsmen and conservation- 
ists hope the’ Eighty-sixth Con- 
gress also will be conservation- 
minded, A strong anti-pollu- 
tion act should be next on the 
agenda,

GENEVA, Dec. 17 (AP)—The 
United States, Britain and the 
Soviet Union agreed today that 
a bar on nuclear testing should 
be controlled by a seven-mem- 
ber commission on which each 
of the three powers would have 
a permanent seat. 


They approved the fourth 
article of a draft treaty for the 
prohibition of atomic and hy- 
drogen weapons tests. The ar- 
ticle provides for éstablishment 
of the commissior#, which would 
be the supreme authority of a 


worldwide organization to po- 
lice a test bar 
The United, States, Britain, 


and the Soviet Union would be 
permanent members of the 
commission, The other four 
members would be elected for 
fixed terms by a conference of 
all the members of the control 
organization. 
Articles Approved. 

Wide areas of disagreement 
remain’ to be resolved, how- 
ever, before a final treaty is 
agreed upon, 

The four treaty articles ap- 
proved so far provide for a 
prohibition of tests, an obli- 
gation to co-operate with the 


control organization, and a 
functional framework for the 
organization itself. 

Soviet delegate Semyon 


Tsarapkin formally proposed 
today that the three perma- 
nent members of the control 
commission should exercise a 
veto power over all operations 
of the control organizations. 
Western sources said this 
proposal touched the core of 
the East-West . disagreement 
The West has consistently told 
Russia that a bar on nuclear 
tests is acceptable only if it is 
coupled with a foolproof con- 
trol system. The veto de- 
manded by Russia would make 
control a mere illusion. 
Attack Talks Stalemated. 


While the nuclear confef- 


ence plodded ahead, a com- 
panion 10-nation meeting on 
prevention of surprise attacks 
was nearing the end of the 
road. Western delegates said 
the conference will adjourn in- 
definitely after... tomorrow's 
meeting 

The conference Is regarded 
as a complete failure. It opened 
Nov. 10 and was intended to 
discuss on a technical basis 
how an international warning 
system against surprise attack 
could be organized. 


The Soviet bloc delegations 
insisted from the start on a 
political discussion of disarm- 
ament measures and neutral- 
ized zones. Thus the two sides 
never even reached an under- 
standing on what to discuss. 

At today’s meeting, Paolo 
Emilio Taviani of Italy sub- 
mitted a theoretical Western 
plan for an international sur- 
prise attack alert system. 

Western sources said the plan 
was put in merely for the rec- 
ord, with no hope of it being 
seriously discussed at this 
stage. It was submitted on be- 
half of the United States, Bri- 
tain, France, Italy and Canada 
It may be taken up again 
if the conference is ever 
reconvened 

A Soviet spokesman said the 
Russians would submit a new 
proposal tomorrow which 
would compel the West to 
agree to a definite date for 
reconvening the conference 
after the holidays. 

The Comminist bloe is rep- 
resented by Russia, Czechoslo- 
vakia, Poland, Romania and 
Albania.

BIG INSURANCE 
FIRMS BALK ON 
WAGGONER BOND 


By a Special Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 17 
— Superintendent Hugh Wag- 
goner of the Missouri State 
Highway Patrol has been un- 
able to find a company willing 
to underwrite, at a reasonable 
figure, a $50,000 bond required 
under a newly-passed state law, 
he said today. 

A special session of the Leg- 
islature provided that the su- 
perintendent furnish the bond 
to protect citizens from im- 
proper harassment by officers 
of the patrol. The provision is 
part of the limited Search and 
Seizure Act, passed last spring. 

Wagoner said that all the 
large insurance firms but one 
had refused to underwrite the 
bond. Lloyds of London will 
do it—for an annual premium 
of $12,512. 

“We just don’t have that 
kind of money,’ Waggoner said. 

The objection of the insur- 
ance companies is to the word- 
ing of the law, It says that the 
superintendent ¢an be held 
liable for the acts of any em- 
ployes of the patfol who are 
engaged in carrying out search 
and seizure on state highways. 
The companies wrote Waggoner 
that the provision places an un- 
reasonable burden on the ad- 
ministrator. 

Some companies wrote that 
this was an unbondable risk 
and that some form of liability 
insurance would be preferable. 
Others said that defending 
harassment suits would be too 
costly. One firm said that a 
bond of $50,000 would be a 
prime target for unscrupulous 
persons to sue upon. 

Almost all the companies 
told Waggoner they never had 
seen a law so worded. The su- 
perintendent said even Lloyds 
were reluctant to writé the 
bond. 

Waggoner said he has turn- 
ed the problem over to Gov. 
James T. Blair and the Legis- 
lature. In his view, the only 
answer is to rewrite the law.

The first ballistic 
launched at this West Coast 
base was fired yesterday. It 
was the 1500-mile range Air 
Force Thor. 

The firing marked the oper- 
ational start of the nation’s 
first full-fledged military 
rocket base, created to train 
missile crews. 

Another Thor was fired last 
night from Cape Canaveral, 
Fla.. giving the United States 
its first double-barreled rock- 
et shoot from both coasts. 

Both missiles landed within 
five miles of their tar it 
was announced today. 

Each of the Rocketdyne- 
powered Douglas missiles went 
their full scheduled range 
about 1500 miles, a spokesman 
at Vandenberg said 

“The success of the launch- 
ings at Vandenberg Air Force 
Base and Cape Canavera 
means that we now have an 
intermediate range ballistic 
missile which is fully opera- 
tional.” he said, “‘and this less 
than 36 months after the first 
Thor contract was signed.” 

11 Minutes After Fueling. 

Here at Vandenberg, a reg- 
ular Air Force crew pushed 
the buttons to send the 50- 
ton weapon across the Pacific

The  blastoff 
came only 11 minutes after 
the ll-man crew raised the 


Thor upright and began fill- 
ing it with liquid fuel. It was 
the first United States ballis- 
tic missile firing outside the 
long-established test range at 
Cape Canaveral. 

The 21 previous Thor fir- 
ings have been conducted un- 
der the guidance of the scien- 
tists who designed them. 

Yesterday's was the first of 
many practice shots of various 
kinds of weapons at this 64,- 
000-acre base. 

Unlike firings at Cape Ca- 
naveral, this was no test of 
an experimental rocket. No ci- 
Vilian experts hovered over 
their instruments watching for 
performance flaws that could 
be corrected in later models. 

All-Military Operation. 

This was entirely a military 
operation, demonstrating that 
the Air Force has now devel- 
oped combat crews to fire mis- 
siles,- just as it has. combat 
crews to fly its bombers and 
fighter planes 


_ Soon the Air Force will be

It Isn’t the Same 
Without Gracie 


NEW YORK, Dec. 17. 

THE TROUBLE with the George Burns Show, to put 
it as simply as possible right at-the outset, is that Ronnie 
Burns is no substitute for Gracie Allen. I hurriedly add 
that this is not meant to undersell Ronnie. He could quite 
Se gett conceivably make @ mar- 
Ps sy. = velous substitute for 
| somebody else, say Ricky 
Nelson, or maybe even 
} Tony Perkins. But not 
Gracie. 

Gracie is—I can think 
of no other way to put 
this— funny. Ronnie—I 
can think of no other way 
to put this either—isn’t. 
He’s a lot of other 
things. He’s personable. 
He’s charming. My spies 
among the teen-age set 
tell me he sings uncom- 
monly well. But funny he 
ain't and that puts the 
Burns show sériously out 
of kilter because laughs 
are what they’re striving 
for. 

The plots are out- 

landish.. Ronnie is 
incessantly trying to get an acting job for one of 
his girl friends by preposterous stratagems. Or 
Harry von Zell is trying to land a secretarial job 
for his extraordinarily nubile girl friend or 
Blanche Morton, George's secretary, is wildly mis- 
understanding something shé hears over the tele- 
phone. And just as I get to muttering to myself 
that these plots are just too implausible to hold 
any degree of credibility, I recollect that they are 
no more implausible, probably less so, than the 
ones Gracie got away with for some 30 years.

GRACIE ALLEN 


The difference is—well—Gracie. In her own little sun- 
lit and improbable world, everything became possible and 
even sweetly reasonable. But Gracie is gone and we'll just 
have to make the best of it. I'm not sure they are making 
the best of it. 

In this show, George {s cast as an agent. At least, I 
guess that’s what he is. It’s hard to tell. Much of the time 
he and a pained pianist are at the piano, with George sing- 
ing in his notorious voice some blessedly awful old songs 
such as “Hello, Central, Give Me No Man’s Land.” He 
mever gets more than a phrase or two out before something 
intervenes. Ronnie brings a girl friend in. Or Blanche 

Morton misunderstands something. Or Harry von Zell 
| pokes his head in. 

Burns, with his bland and imperturable face, keeps 
singing and escorts them to the door. At least once the 
entrant was Jack Benny, looking wonderfully young and 
well, and then the old age jokes flew thick and fast. In 
this particular episode, Ronnie Burns—misunderstanding 
again—thought his father was preparing to go back in 
vaudevije and make a fool of himself and he wailed to 
Benny: “Dad's going back into show business and everyone 
will laugh at him.” 

And Benny says soothingly: “Well, no one has laughed 
yet so why should they start now.” 


Somewhere along about the middle of the 
show, George wanders out to the camera and does 
one of his monologues. These are delicious some- 
times, but not as delicious as the ones about 
Gracie used to be. George Burns has a wonder- 
fully fey and fresh humor of his own and this par- 
ticular show has not brought it out the way I ex- 
pected. Maybe it'll take a little time. After all, 
when a man employs infinite variations on a single 
joke—Gracie—for 35 yéars, it. takes a little while 
to break in a new joke. 


At the moment the writers seem determined to drape 
@racie’s mantle on Blanche Morton (Bea Benaderet) where 
it doesn’t fit very well. “You know how George feels about 
mé,” says Harry von Zell to Blanche. “Oh, sure, but I'd let 
you in anyway,” says Blanche—but without quite the ring 
of sheer dizzy conviction Gracie would have given it. 

I feel a sense of strain. Lines like, “You might be to 
butterflies what John Wayne is to horses” sounds as if 
somebody had made them up. You're not supposed to think 
of those things. The canned laughter on this show, inciden- 
tally, is especially intense and unlikely. 

At one point Tony Martin, a guest of the week, says to 
Ronnie: “Ronnie, where did you get all these tricks?” 
“When mother retired, she left them to me.” 
But the trouble is, she didn’t.

At the Movies 


I CAN’T IMAGINE a more delightful picturization of 
a fairy story that George Pal's “TOM THUMB,” which is 
opening at LOEW’S STATE THEATER today. 

The simple story from the pen of the Brothers Grimm 
is kept that way, simple, warm and ap- 
pealing. The. songs, while not great, are 
fresh and beguiling. The danee with the 
toys by tom thumb himself (the lower 
case initials are the studio’s way of spell- 
ing it), as portrayed by Russ Tamblyn, is 
one of the most ingenious and imagina- 
tive dance numbers ever put on in a movie. 
The acrobatic prowess of the lithe Mr. Tamblyn is impres- 
sive. But more than that, he gives the minute character a 
brightness, verve and piquancy that it calls for. 

The technical side, by which Pal makeg the cute 
“puppetoons” seem to come to life as the ftiend of tom 
thumb, and by which Tamblyn is apparently reduced to the 
5'4-inch size of the tiny hero, is amazingly skillful. All the 
cast is excellent—Alan Young ag the foolish Woody the 
Piper, June Thorburn as a lovély Queen of the Forest, 
Bernard Miles and Jessie Matthews as the foster parents 
of tom thumb. But particularly so Terry-Thomas as a 
seething, snarling, sniveling, teeth-grinding comic villain, 
played with enormous gusto, and his dumb cluck assistant, 
Peter Sellers. 

Producer-director Pal has tastefully avoided any bru- 
tality or horror, for which parents should thank him. In- 
stead, all the anti¢s of the villains are made broadly humor- 
ous. “Tom thumb” Walt Disney can move over how and 
make room for an equal in the production of children’s 
movie fare. “Tom thumb” should be enchanting, not only 
for children, but for grown-up kids too.

His 
real name was Nicholas and he was born in Patara, a part 
of the Greek Empire, around the year 285. He grew up 
as a holy man—never dreaming that he would some day 
be St. Nicholas—and he became a priest. 


In time he was appointed Bishop of Myra.

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Whirley-Whirler, Hula Hoop’s Successor

STILL PURSUING our policy 
of keeping our readers informed 
on all important sociological 
developments which affect our 
lives and times (remember the 
hula hoop”), we are happy today 
to report on the latest craze, a 
gadget called the Whirley- 
whirler. 


We are also happy to report 
that the Whirley-whirler, which 
gives every indication. of rival- 
ing the popularity of the hoops, 
originated right here in St. 
Louis. 


Ever since the hoops swept 
the nation late last summer, 
professional toy designers and 
amateurs have been rackfhg 
their brains to think up some 
tov which would have the same 
appeal as spinning a hoop 
around one’s mid-section. This 
wasn't easy, mainly because no 
one was ever able to figure out 
exactly what the appeal was. 

It remained for John Hyatt, 
a St. Louis advertising man 
who never designed a toy in 
his life, to come up with the 
apparent winner. The appeal, 
Hyatt decided, lay in the fact 
such toys require a_ certain 
amount of manual dexterity, 
muscular co-ordination, and an 
end result which give the illu- 


sion of having accomplished 
something. 
Result: the Whirley-whirler, 


which consists basically of an 
unbreakable plastic plate about 
the size of a dinner plate, and 
a stick about two and a half 
feet long, pointed at one end. 
Patterned after the spinning 
plates which vaudeville and cir- 
cus jugglers have been using 
for generations, the trick is 
simply to get the plate whirl- 
ing, using only one hand and 
the stick, and then get it bal- 
anced in the center as it whirls. 
Once it gets started it seems 
to whirl endlessly, but we might 
report at this point that it 
isn’t as easy to master as it 
sounds, something we discov- 
ered after battling it at con- 
siderable length, in the course 


of which the plate kept flying - 
off the stick and bashing us in + 


the head. 

Once you have mastered it, 
however, it seems to have a 
strange, rather hypnotic fasci- 
nation. As with the hula hoop, 
children seem to master it 
much more quickly than adults, 
and they ean do it for hours. 
The next step, of course, is to 
spin two plates at once, one 
in each hand, and to juggle the 
plates back and forth from 
stick to stick. The time will 
come no doubt when we will 
be treated to the fascinating 
spectacle of youngsters who 
can keep half a dozen or more 
spinning at once. 

The idea for the Whirley- 
whirler, John Hyatt explains, 
came out of the blue while he 
was up in the clouds. To be 
more exact, it came to him 
while he was returning to St. 
Louis from New York in an 
airplane. 

Hyatt, who had resigned last 
summer as general sales man- 
ager for Television Station 
KTVI, had been to New York 
to see about a job. On the 
airplane he read a story in 
Life magazine about the hula 
hoop craze and how much 
money it had made. 

“I lay back in my seat, and, 
like a million other guys, I said
